The augury ia certainly.cheering; as it 
*howa that tile great body of Iko people

tbeir prejudices for a .time—mar, at 
length, by vki course of events, ana the 
lessons /'of, experience, be brought off^ 
from tteir errors, and made friends to a 
rational and sound policy. Little credit 
is due to the leader» of that party, who. 
have fcfrmerly opposed à navy, for their 
present pretended friendship for it As 
they tyy« not heretofore acted on this 
subject from ignorane« and prejudice 
taerel^p-but from ayfetevA, and calcula­ 
tion Jt-w« am well’warranted in assert­ 
ing, ^at they now act and talk in aba* 
dienoe only to Ihp loud voice of the 
people. Formerly, a great portion Of 
the Aeople, took their opinions and (btk' 
inga fi*om these leaders i^-the case & 
now exactly reversed* And it will be 
fo|ind true in all eases, that men, who 
seek popularity and ; power for selfish 
dud sinister purposes, will lrorf,if poui- 
/ble, and if not—will niost obsequiously 
/W/ew. 


The -first step that was taken towards 
building a navy, was in 1794. ' Etrljf in 
this year the President of the United 
States was authorized« by an act of Con­ 
gress, “ to provide, by purchase or o- 
tiitrwisr, equip and em pty four ships 
to carry forty^four guns each, end two 
ships ur carry , thirty-six guns each."«— 
The immilliate caute of this act, as stat­ 
ed in the preamble to it, «ero the de- 
predations committed upon our com­ 
merce by the Algerine corsairs. This 
law was roost strenuously opposed in 
every stage of its progress, and finally 
passed in the House of Representatives, 
by a majority <f only eleven.*—At that 
early period bf our government, a strong 
party had ariaen, and waa so well ma r- 
shailed, as seriously to obstruct the ad* 
ministration of Washington. This par­ 
ty contended, that it would be better to 
purchase the friendship of the Alge* 
rines,. either by givtbg them ftaooey, or 
by obtaining the protection of foreign 
powers. But the chief objection to the 
law, was the foundation which it would 
lay for a permanent .navy, kwaaaaid» 
ttut we could not diacharg* our public 
debt, if a navy were to be encouraged-«^ 
that the oppression of the people of Eng­ 
land, and the overthrow of the French 
monarchy, were atcribable to an exten­ 
sive navy system—that until tbo United 
States should be &ble to contend with 
the.great maritime powers o f Europe, 
all our ships would be taken, and tihtis 
rather increase than lessen our depend­ 
ence. 


The party, that so strongly opposed 
the pasaing of this law, .waa ilit aame 
which opposed , all thè, prominent mea­ 
sures of Washington's adminiairation : 
And it is walk worth observing, how uni­ 
formly tbo aamo party urged the a^iiie 
objections to a navy, through the 
of the administration of Mr. Adams — 
Wiien the Con»titution was launched 
at Boston, the Chronicle ridiculed, not/ 
only the ship and ita architects, but also* 
the policy of the government ; and aftei 
aneeringly applying tò the Frigate many 
diminbtive epithets —predicted that it 
would soon go^ to swell the list ol John 
Bull's armed vessels. > 


In his last speech to Congress, in De­ 
cember 1798, President Washington 
called their attention to the subject of a 
Navy, in language, to which subsequent 
events have given peculiar force. Tlius> 
“ To an active, external commerce, 
the protection of a naval force is india* 
pen||ble. This Ih manifest, with regard 
to wars to which a state is itself a 
party. 
But, bc»tcies this, it is our own 
experience, that the most sincere neu­ 
trality, is not a sufficient guard, against 
the depredationa of nations at war.—To 
secure respect to a neutral flag, requires 
a naval force, organised and ready to 
vindicate it from insult or'aggression.— 
This may even prevent the necessity ot 
going to war, by discouraging bellige­ 
rent powers from committing such vio- 
I 


lations ofthe rights of the neutral part) 
as may, firat^r laflt, Jeave no other op 
lion.—From thebest information 1 have
